Kenneth Lnrson, ten year old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Larson, 9 14 Bluff 
avenue, drowned this morning in the 
Mississippi river at 11 o'clock ab ove 
the outlet of the new city sewer near 
the paper mill while in swimming with 
three of his youthful hoy friends. 
The b ody was recovered at 1:35 
o’clock this afternoon after comb ined 
efforts were made b y police officers, 
firemen, city officials, and citizens to 
locate the hody b y dragging for it. 
At 10:30 o’clock this morning Ken­ 
neth, in 
company 
with 
three 
b oy 
friends, Marl Shul>ert, Edward George 
and Joseph Wgoihofski, went swim­ 
ming in the river on the sandb ar on 
the north side of the 
river. 
After 
swimming for some time, Kenneth who 
was not. a good swimmer, b ecame tired 
and was carried out into deep water. 
An attempt was made b y Marl Shu- 
b ert and Edward George to rescue him 
and once they had hold of the b oy b ut 
were forced to release their hold on 
him when Kenneth's 
weight 
b egan 
pulling them under. 
When the alarm was raided a large 
numb er of willing citizens rushed to 
the scene of the tragic drowning and 
with grappling irons, drag nets and 
b oats aided in the search for the b ody. 
The hody was finally recovered at 1:35 
o’clock this afternoon and 
taken 
to 
Whitney’s undertaking parlors. 
Kenneth was one of the 
Brainerd 
Dispatch’s hest newsb oys. 
He was a 
carrier on 8th, 9 th and 10th streets. 
He was a memb er of the Methodist 
Slid ay school and had this year gradu­ 
ated from the fourth to the fifth grade 
in school. 
He was well liked b y the 
b oys in the community and liked the 
water. 
He indulged in all the games 
with the hoys and was known to most 
northsiders as “a real little man.’ 
His school mates and little b uddies 
stood in a group near the scene of the 
accident this morning watching the 
operations of the dragging of the riv­ 
er. talking in sub dued words, relating 
incidents of Kenneth’s life, of the good 
times they had playing together. Some 
were crying, and the hearts of all at 
the scene of the tragic drowning were 
sad. 
Kenneth is survived b y his parents 
and five b rothers, Clayton, Raymond, 
Orris, Lawrence and Vernon, all of 
Brainerd. 
Funeral arrangements have not b een 
made yet.

Canton’« underworld had reason to 
hate the fearless reformer and suffi­ 
cient connection with gangsters of 
neighb oring cities to secure the ser- 
vce of killers, they pointed out. 
Although Canton's had lands are 
said to run to locally manufactured 
liq uor, it Is considered likely there 
is or has b een some foreign traffic 
in narcotics, b eer and alcohol, which

Developments of the investigation 
into reports that a large automob ile 
b earing a Pennsylvania license, was

The inventio n o f efficient and harm­ 
less narco tics fo r anesthesia and pain 
alleviatio n Is o ne o f the mo st Impo r­ 
tant tasks o f mo dem science.

cently Dr. Maurice Hundo z o f the Uni­ 
versity o f Lausanne, Switzerland, suc­ 
ceeded in pro ducing a substance called 
"trieane.” which, it is claimed, is re­ 
markable fo r its rapid narco tic effects. 
Dn co ld-blo o ded creatures, such as 
fishes, fro gs o r salamanders, two to six 
minutes in a o ne-tenth per cent so lu 
tio n o f tricane, induces to tal Insensi­ 
bility. 
A so lutio n o f tricane diluted beyo nd 
10 per cent will reduce the rate o f cell 
divisio n In animal o rganisms, particu­ 
larly the develo pment o f the embryo 
fro m the egg. 
By us« ! o f a very weak 
so lutio n it is po ssible to keep 
fro g 
eggs fur several weeks witho ut hutch­ 
ing. 
Untreated eggs left in pure wa­ 
ter fo r tin* same perio d wo uld turn 
into adult fro gs.

Reliable estimates indicate that the United States will spend more than 
<1,000,000,ODO on the building and maintenance of rural roads during th! 
year 1926. 
This means tho disappearance of the "rube” from American life. 
You 
may be able to find him on the stage, in vaudeville, iii the movies or between 
the pages of alleged humorous magazines, but not on tho farms. 
The “rube” is a product of isolation and the spending of one billion of 
dollars for rural roads means an end of isolation. 
The American farm from 
now on lives on a main travelled highway. 
When the day’s work is done he is only a few miles away from entertain 
meat. 
If he prefers to sit by his own fireside he may read his dally pa pet 
delivered by the rural routes, get his daily market reports over tho radio, or 
-istcn to the best music and lectures that America can offer anyone. 
His children are seldom more than twenty minutes away from an excel 
lent high school. There they are being trained in all the social graces, taught 
the fundamental principles of culture and living a lift' as broad and beautiful 
as that enjoyed by any of the city children. 
On commencement day it is im 
possible to distinguish between the youths from the farms and those from 
the city. 
The co-operative marketing associations have taught him the art o 
working with other men. The good road makes it possible for him to attend 
frequent meetings, participate in the discussions and become a part of tin 
busy world of thinking and action. 
Rural roads put him In ^ asy touch with distant markets. 
If his local 
merchant cannot supply him with the goods he wants a couple of hours drive 
will bring him to a city of twenty thousand or more where he can b u y a n y ­ 
thing he wants. 
The modern farmer is not easily imposed upon. He is a poor customer 
for gold-brick merchants. 
Bankers’ figures show that tho average city dwel­ 
ler is much the easier victim of the con man. 
Improved rural roads mean consolidated schools, less loss in crops, ad 
from | vantagcous marketing. 
The hard surfaced road has done much to give the 
\merican farmer His opportunity as a business man. 
It is true that the rural church has had baja! sledding, but the farmer can 
reach the village or city church with greater ease over good roads than he 
ould get to the rural church a few years ago through tho mud. 
Good roads make good citizens. 
The election booth is seldom more than 
live minutes away from the kitchen door and the farmer is voting, and rap­ 
idly learning his political lessons. 
One billion of dollars spent for rural roads means that (lie American 
farmer is now living as close to the world as the city dweller. 
He no longer 
lives alone, astride his plow. 
He is on a highway where "the race of men

Narcotic May Arrest 
Ravages of Old Age 
The invention of efficient and harm­ 
less narcotics for anesthesia and pain 
alleviation Is one of tile most Impor­ 
tant tasks of modern science. 
Re­ 
cently Dr. Maurice Ha rn I oz of the Uni­ 
versity of Lausanne, Switzerland, suc­ 
ceeded hi producing a substance called 
“tricane,” which, it is claimed, is re 
markable for ifs rapid narcotic effects. 
On 
cold-blooded creatures, such as 
fishes, frogs or salamanders, two to six 
minutes Sn a one-tenth per cent solu 
tion of tricane, induces total insensi­ 
bility. 
A solution of tricane diluted beyond 
IO par cent will reduce the rate of cell 
division in animal organisms, particu­ 
larly the development of the embryo 
from the egg. 
By use of a very weak 
solution it Is possible to keep frog 
eggs for several week* without hatch­ 
ing. 
Untreated eggs left in pure wa­ 
ter for the same period would turn 
Info adult frogs,

"b attle of the age« ," left their « eat« 
at the end of the 10th round to heat 
the rush for the limited tran« p orta* 
tlon facilities resulting 
from 
the 
st rike. 
The score in 
b aseb all 
language, 
w'as: Delaney 10, Berlenhach 2. with 
.1 round« even. 
Delaney b y the wlde« t of margins 
won the flr« t, second, fourth, fifth, 
seventh. 11th, 12th, 13th, 14th and 
15th rounds. 
Kerlenhach had a slight edge in 
the 8th and loth rounds. 
The other rounds were called even 
simp ly b ecause a champ ion, even a 
falling champ ion, should he entitled 
to a little consideration. 
The decision of the referee 
and 
the Iwo judges was unanimous that 
Delaney had won b y a mile and there 
was no disp ute. 
Even Kerlenhach. good sp ortsman 
that he always has b een, gave his 
victorious rival a warm handshake 
after the final hell and said: 
"Jack, you took It, good luck! 
Delaney with the cheers of the 
m ultitude roaring in his ear« , smiled 
a real smile and rep lied: 
" I t’s all In the game, Paul.

From the tap of the first gong, 
that b rought those thousand« to the 
rims of their chairs, until the fine I 
rap on the hell that sent two weary 
fighters to thetj» corners, there never 
was a doub t us to the outcome.

Kerlenhach’s right eye was dam­ 
aged and ills chin sp lit and Delaney’s 
lip s were cut and b ruised and his 
b ody was p unched red from the hard 
short jab s that Kerlenhach landed at 
close quarters. 
W ith a weight advantage estim­ 
a t e d at from 10 to 12 p ounds, exp erts 
figured that Delaney'« jinx was still 
with him and that he could not w ith­ 
stand 15 rounds of b ody p unishment.
